The late Great Duke was a Prince of great Picty, and 
fri Virtue, Affable and Courteous to all Strangers that had the Happinefs of 
vifting his Court, and atrue Father ‘ot his People, of a moft polite Lafte in 
Arts and Sciences ; he particularly underftood Painting, Sculpture and Medals 
and made the beft Colle&ion of Antiquities of avy Prince in Europe; he had wificed 
alithe Courts in Europe inhis Youch, and among the reft, the Court of Eng- 
land, inthe Reign of CHARLES IJ. His Highnefs landed at Pool in Dar- 
fetfhire, and his Majefty King CHARLES fent Mr. Earl; afterwards Lieuten- 
ant General, with other Gentiemen of the Court tocompliment and receive bim} 
the General-who had traveled Italy, -contideringthat England could:not vie with 
that Country for Buildings, Statues or Paintings, yer had a Mind to furprize this 
Prince witha fight more Glorious in it felf, and theretore defired the Gentlemen 


gad Farmers to drive their ‘Sheep along the Road thro’ which he was-to pafs, fo 


that he travel’d for 40 Miles thro* Flocks of Sheep, which his Highnefs taking 
Notice of, and exprefting fome Admiration at the ftrangenefs of the Sight; The 
General let him know, thofe were the Wealth of England, alluding to the Woolen 
Manufa@ures of the Kingdom. The Prince was fo well pleafed with this Re- 
ception, thanhe frequently told the Story to Srangers cven to the end of his Days. 
‘The faid Prince Cotmo lil. fucceeded pis Father Cofmo-II. in 3673, and mar- 
ried. Lovifa, Daughter to Galton Duke of Orieans, Sonto Henry IV. of France, 
and Brother to Lewis the XIII. by whom he had two Sons anda Daughter. 
John Gafton the prefent Duke, married in the Year 1697, one ‘of the Davgh- 
cers of the Duke of Sax.Lawenburg, but an unhappy Accident has rendered him 
uncapable of having Ifitie, fo that the Family ofthe Medicis muft become extinct 
at the Death of this Duke, which is likely co embroil.the Affairs of Europe yery 
much, trom the different Pretentiogs thatjis made to the Succeiion ‘Of thé Duke- 
dom. oer ee

The Death of the Great Duke of Tufcany, which ts now-confirmed, ts ‘an Event in whigh 
all the.European, ¢éfpecially the Maritime Powers, are fo nearly concerned, that we are 
eafily perfwaded to infert the fillowing Account of the Succeffion and Hiftory of their Great 
Dukes, from the very firft who bore thar Title to the prefewt Sovereign of that State. 


Achiavel and other Hiftorians tellus, that this Duchy, from the Time 
M of Charles the Great to the. Year. 1215 followed the Fate of the reft of 
taly, and fubmitted co their refpective Conquerors, kept themfelves in Peace; 
‘ut then they fell into. Divifions about Models.of Government, -which they fre- 
quently changed ; Sometimes the Nobles fell, out among them(elves, and fome- 
times with the Citzens, andthe richeft of them frequently with the inferior fort. 
This occafioned Murthers, Banifhments, ard the Difperfion of Families, wherein 
the beft generally fuffered moft. _ Yet ftill the State preferved it felf ; and after 
they had§expell’d the FaGion of the Gibelins, they were able in the Expedition 
inft the City of Arezzo tofend out 12000 Foot and 1200 Horfe, carried on 
a War of five Years againft Philip Vifcanti Duke of Milan, in which they {pent 
five Millions and a halfof Florins; and when that War was ended, befieged and 
took Lucess 
They, 
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They Contintied a Free State til Eonnct 1410, that John de Medicis, one gf 
‘the Anceftors of the fate Duke (who were Merchants, and Men of grea the 
reft in the Commonwealth ) becamefo Rich and Potent; and acquired fo muck 
Reputation by detending the Pcople againft the Nobles, that the Sovereignit 
was in a Manner put into his Hand. . > hare y 

He was'fucceeded by his Son Cofmo the Great, call’d The sDeliverey of his 
People, and Father of bis Country ; for he was the Head of the Popular FaGion 
anid being recalled from Banifament, was cleGed Chief of the Republick in 434. 
éxpelied theFa@ion of the Nobles, and govecacd the Republic with grear Praii- 
éncouraging Learning; and leaving a noble Library confiderable for Greek Many. 
fccipts. He alfo enlarged their Boundaries by taking feveral Towns, and died 
in.1464, aged 75, aftera long and glorious Adminiltration. = 

His SonPeter fucceeded him, who divided the Government betwixt his two 
Sons, Julian and Laurence ; but the People being afraid of their Liberty, and 

that the Sovereignity would become Hereditary, put the Admijniftracion into the 
Hands of the Family of Sodoani, who knowing the Ficklenefs of the Multi. 
tude, devolved it again upon the two Brothers, Then the Family ot the Py. 
zi con{pired againft them, and killed Julian in 1478; but Laurence efcdpedty 
Naples, where he made a League with King Frederic, repulfed the Enemy, ang 
was declared Gonfalnier, or Chief Magiftrate of the Commonwealth, which he 
difcharged to the SatisfaGion and Honour of Florence both at Home and Abroad, 
He was ftiled Lorenzo the Great, the Father of Learning. Bajazet, the Grand 
Seignior, fent him one ot the Affaffins that had murdered his Brother Julian, 
He vanquifhed Volterra; and with admirable Addrefs difcharged himfelt of his 
Difpute with Pope Sixeus 1V. got a great many Manufcripts from Greece, 
loved learning, and was aProtedor of it. He died in 1492; but 44 Years 
old, fo much lamented that the common People drowned his Phyficians ina 
Well.
